New Buildings to Be Con- 
structed to Care for Seven- 
teenth Regiment and Ger- 
man Prisoners. 


The converting of the permanent 
barracks buildings and other structures 
at Fort McPherson, and of other build- 
ings to be constructed there, into one 
of the largest army base hospitals in 
the military establishment is absolute- 
ly assured, according to a dispatch 
from Washington last night which con- 
firms the story published by The Con- 
stitution Thursday morning. It is 
learned further that temporary build- 
Ings now going up at Fort McPherson 
are a part of the general plan for this 
hospital. 1 

The base hospital at Fort McPherson 


is to be built and established at a cost 


of $300,000. It is planned to build a 
cantonment at Fort MoPpherson to 
shelter the German prisoners and their 
guard, and the permanent buildings 
now being used as barracks at the fort 


are to be used as hospital duildings. 


In.addition to these permanent butld- 
ings, it is understood an additi 
at a cost of $90,000. Still another addi- 
tional structure Will de an operating 
room, amply com iis to accommo- 
date the surgical heeds of the base hos- 
pital. and equipped with the most mod- 
ern instruments. : 

The decision to establish the base 
hospital at Fort McPherson grew out of 
objections recently by medical men who 
had inspected the plans for the new 
army cantonment at Silver Lake to 
house a division of the new national 


army, that inadequate hospital facili- 


ties were provided. 
To meet this objection and to carry 
out plans already im-eontemplation the 


medical department has obtained the 


consent of the chief ot staff of the 
army to use the buildings at Fort Mc- 
Pherson as hespital buildings. 
Colonel John D, Glennon, of the army 
medical corps, ted Thursday in 
‘addition to héspi- 


dred beds to be constructed at each of 
the cantonments, the base hospital at 
Fort McPherson will be enlarged to ac- 
commodate 1,000 to 1,200 beds. The 
overflow from the national guard and 
national army camps will be sent there. 
The officers and men of the Seven- 
teenth infantry who are now quartered 
in the permanent buildings at Fort 
McPherson, and the German: prisoners 
whom they are guarding, will live in 
newly- constructed ¢antonments simi- 
lar to those in which the national army 
will be quartered while in training.

Over 100 Instructors, Who 

Partially Failed on Exam- 
i nations, Re-elected on 
Condition They Make Up 
Deficiencies. 


MISS MUSE CRITICISED 
BY MEMBERS OF BOARD

Despite Objections, How- 


ditional Teachers at the 
Girls’ High School Is 
Granted. 


At a long session of the board of 
education yesterday afternoon, which 
at times bordered on the sensational, 
and during which Miss Jessie Muse, 
principal of the Girls’ High school, 
was criticised by two members for al- 
leged ‘disregard of instructions, gram- 
mar and high school teachers for the 
ensuing year were elected and as- 
signed. After strenuous objection on 
the part of Harvey Hatcher and James 
L. Key, the request for two additional 
teachers at the Girls“ High, which 
brought forth their criticism of Miss 
Muse, was granted. 

The twenty-two white teachers and 
eighty-odd negro teachers who made 
partial failures recently in examina- 
tions were elected on condition that 
they make up their deficiencies before 
school opens in September. 

Board members who opposed the 
conditional election of these teachers 
and favored dispensing with their 
services om grounds that they had 
had nine months notice from the 
board. to | 
declared that eleétitig them was “vir- 
tually admitting to the public that 
the board did not have enough com- 
petent teachers for all grades.” 

Of the new applicants who stood ex- 
aminations only six whites and one 
colored passed. 

More High School Teachers. 

A warm fight was precipitated when 
Superintendent J. C. Wardlaw recom- 
mended that thirteen additional high 
school teachers be employed for next 
year. Two are to be placed at the 
Girls’ High school to take care of an 
expected increase of seventy-four new 
pupils. 

Harvey Hatcher, Second ward board 
member, at this point declared himself 
opposed to the increase for the Girls’ 


High school, stating that Miss Jessie 
Muse, the principal of this school, “had 
put one over on the board of educa- 
tion last year, disobeying the orders 
of the board,” and “that he feared she 
was attempting to put another one 
over on the board this year.” 

“Miss Muse’s diplomacy in dis- 
obeying the orders of the - board 
of education in order to- maintain jobs 
for some of her teachers should give 


her a rank right along with Bismar 
Talleyrand and other famous ie 


mats,“ said Mr. Hatcher. 


“Last year she was instructed by us 
to have every instructor teach five pe- 
riods of 40 minutes each of major sub- 
jects, having 35 students to each class 
room. When she found by rearranging 
her class rooms with 35 to a class and 
having each teacher teach five periods 
each day in major subjects that she had 
no periods left for seven teachers, she 
disregarded the order of the board and 
cut her classes down to 31 pupils in 
order to give these seven teachers, who 
"= „ to do.

Be it enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the commissioner, aided by 
his lawful assistants, shall collect and col- 
late information and statistics concerning 
labor and its relation t6 capital. showing 
labor conditions throughout the state; the 
hours of labor; the 2 of labore 
and their educational, mora! and financi 
condition, and the best means of moting 
their mental, moral and materi welfare; 
shall investigate the cause and extent of 
labor shortage ‘and the migration of labor; 
shall also collect and collate information 
and statistics concerning the location, ca- 
pacity of mills, ‘factori#s, workshops and 

industries, and actual output of 
manufactured products, and also character 
and amount of labor employed; the/ kind 
and quantity of raw materia! annually used 
by them, and the capital invested therein; 
and such other information and statistics 
concerning ‘the natural resources of the 
state and the industrial welfare of the cit!- 
zens as may be necessary and of 
interest and benefit to the public; and by 
the ‘dissemination of such data to advertise 
the various ifdustrial and natural resources 
of Georgia’ in order to attract desirable 
settlers and to bring capital into the state. 
The department of commerce and labor is 
also charged with the following duties: 

Paragraph A. As soon as practicable after 
the passage of this act the commissioner 
shall organize a division of labor or free 
employment bureau, having for its purpose 
the listing of the names of all persons de- 
siring employment in this state and the en- 
deavor to secure employment for such per- 
sons, and the UHsting of the names of such 

rsons, firms or corporations applying for 
abor and the endeavor to supply that de- 
mand. In conducting the division of labor 
the commissioner is heréwith authorized and 
empowered to t and act in concert 
wk any person or persons, county or- 
ganization, municipality or governmental 
agency, having for its purpose the distri- 
bution of labor in thin state, not conducted 
for profit, and in every other way the 
commissioner is charged with the duty of 
em- 
es ABS employee, and of working in 

armony with others having a like end in 

view, and for which no remuneration:is re- 
ceived. For securing employment for those 
who wish employment and for securing la- 
bor for those who need help there shall be 
no charge whatever made or accepted, di- 
rectly or indirectly, by any person con- 
nected with the department of commerce 
and labor. All officials of the state and the 
various counties of the state are herewith 
charged with the duty of lending such aid 
and assistance as may be called for by the

PERSHING IN RESIDENCE | 
LEASED BY OGDEN MILLS 


Paris, June 28.—Major General 
Pershing, the American commander, has 
left the hotel in which he has been 
staying since his arrival in Paris to 
make his home in a fine old residence 
in the Rue de Varenne as to be near 
his headquarters. The house, which 
has a magnificent garden, formerly 
belonged to Prince Gortchakoff. It 
was leased before the war by Ogden 
Mills, of New York, who placed it at 
the disposal of General Pershing. The 
American commander was asked today 
to comment on the artcle, “Whv We 
Are Fighting,” published yesterday in 
The Army Bulletin, in which General 
Petain, the French commander-in- 
chief, explained the objects of the war 
and why a premature peace must not 
be concluded. General Pershing said: 

“T have read General Petain’s article 
with deepest interest. His answer to 
the question is complete and logical. 
The facts set forth should convince 
the weérld of the justice of our great 
cause. I cannot think it possible that 
anyone should hold a different view 
of why we are the war. It is quite 
beyond reason that any one knowing 
the truth should fail to condemn the 
course pursued by the German govern- 
ment, and the truth has been clearly 
pointed out by the distinguished com- 
mander-in-chief of the French army. 

There must be no peace except a 
lasting peace. The ideals for which 
the allies are contending must be held 
sacred. France will continue her 
splendid fight for human rights and 
human liberty, and fresh examples of 
heroism by ler valiant armies will still 
further inspire those fighting by her 
side.“ 


FORMER CONVICT PROVES 
HERO OF RUSSIAN ARMY 


Petrograd, June 28.—The hero of the 
army in the woody Carpathians is a 
former convict from Siberia who in- 
spired an attack by forces which here- 
tofore had obdurately refused to 
charge. The ex-convict, whose rank is 
gergeant, led fifty volunteers in a rush 
on a German blindage. 

The attacking party, confused by 
heavy fire, wavered, whereupon the 
sergeant alone climbed the breastwork 
and hurled a bomb among thé enemy. 
Attacked by three Germans he sabered 
and shot two of them. Then, with 
only eighteen followers, several strong- 
ly held blindages were rushed. This 
produced general panic among the ene- 
my and resulted in the capture of many 
prisoners. The sergeant was given an 
officer’s commission, two regiments in- 
vited him to ‘take command and the 
whole of his division resolved imme- 
diately to participate in an offensive.

Washington, June 28.—With revision 
of the war tax bill virtually complete 
and now totaling $1,449,000,000 against 
the $1,800,000,000 levy of increased taxes 
adopted by the houge, the senate fi- 
nance committee today considered Au- 
thorization of additional bonds. 

Senator Stone formally proposed a 
bond issue Of $500,000,000. The com- 
mittee plans to reach a decision tomor- 
row and to fix the rate to be imposed 
on war excess profits, probablv 16 per 
cent. During lengthy committee dis- 
cussion of the bond question a larger 
issue was not suggested, although with 
a half billion of bonds, Senator Sim- 
mons said the bill still would fall short 
$300,000,000 and probably more of 
meeting the ensuing year’s war ex- 
penses. 

From excess profits the committee 
now plans, under Rs latest estimates, 
to raise $300,000,000. An amendment 
adopted today would exempt from the 
tax upon individual persons. 

“In office or employment, including 
that of a commercial traveler or agent 
whose remuneration consists wholly of 
a fixed and definite sum, irrespective 
of the amount of business done, or any 
other contingency; and a person, the 
profits of which depend mainly on the 
personal qualifications of the indi- 
vidual. . and in which there is 
not required the investment of more 
than nominal capital.” 

Manufacturers and their representa- 
tives generally are opposing repeal pro- 
posed by the committee, of the draw- 
hack by which they recover from the 
government practically all duties paid 
on materials which enter into manu- 
factured products which later are ex- 
ports. In such cases the government 
retains one per cent of the duty paid 
as an administration charge.

BRITISH COTTON TRADE 
CONCERNED QVER PRICES 


Liverpool Attributes Rise to 
Absence of Hedge and 
Speculative Selling. 


Manchester, June 15.—(By Mail.)— 
The extraordinary rise in cotton prices 


during the last few days has caused 
serious concern throughout the cotton 
trade. Liverpool attributes the rise 
to the tied-up condition of the contract 
market owing to the absence of “hedge” 
and speculative selling (the latter be- 
ing prohibited) plus free buying of 
futures and price-fixing of call cotton 
by home-consuming interests, and, of 
course, the big rise in America, Man- 
chester and trade buying orders have 
largely contributed to the spectacular 
upward movement. 

The Manchester Guardian quotes Sir 
Charles Macara as follows: i 

“I must confess to a feeling of in- 
tense disappointment that what I have 
advocated for so many years, namely, 
that those engaged in the cotton in- 
dustry—the greatest textile industry 
in the world—should try to regulate 
their own affairs and meet crises as 
they arise has not been acted upon. 
Notwithstanding the difficulites the 
trade has always succeeded in its ef- 
forts in this direction in the past. As 
regard both employers and operatives, 
it has been noted for self-reliance and 
resource in the face of physical diffi- 
culties and by the exercise of these 
qualities the trouble has been sur- 
mounted. This, indeed, is all that is 
necessary now. 

J have always contended that what 
was so successfully accomplished in 
1904 when employers and operatives 
come together and decide to co-operate 
and face the then existing crisis which 
would otherwise have had disastrous 
results, could be repeated in 1917. It 
appears to me that if the thing is taken 
in hand energetically and at once the 
intervention of the government which 
otherwise seems inevitable would be 
prevented. If the government inter- 
venes employers will have to act at 
their dictation.

On motion of Stew- 
art, of Coffee, similar privilege was ge- 
corded Messrs. Burwell and Culpepper, 
and on motion of Pickett, of Terrell, 
upon Garland M. Jones. 

On request of Burwell, of Hancock, he 
was permitted to draw the seat of 
J. N. Rainey, who is absent on account 
of the critical illness of his mother. 

Morton Turner, of Brooks, a former 
candidate for speaker of the house, was 
also extended the privilege of select- 
ing his seat. When the clerk made 
this announcement, Mr. Brooks arose 
and said that he did not wish to be 
shown preference—that he was willing 
to take his seat along with other mem- 
bers of the house. 


Committee on Inauguration. 


The joint resolution by McCrory, of 
Schley, to appoint a committee of five 
from the house and three from the 
senate, was passed and sent immediate- 
ly to the senate, the committee to ar- 
range a joint session and the details 
of the inauguration of Governor-elect 
Dorsey. The senate members are An- 
drews and Elders; the house members 
| Akin, Sibley, McCall, DuBose and Brin- 


gon. 

With the preparation of drawing for 
seats came a wild scramble. The hall 
was cleared of all save those who were 
permitted by resolution or motion to 
select their seats at will and the call 
of counties began. Not half a dozen 
counties had been called when the mem- 
bers on the outside forced the door- 
keepers aside and rushed the hall. 
Speaker Holder made an especial plea 
that those members whose counties had 
not been called vacate, but his request 
was not complied with. Men who had 
taken seats in preferred positions dur- 
ing the rush simply sat tight. Dozens 
of motions came one after the other, 
with all kinds of amendments and sub- 
stitutes and for more than an hour the 
effort to et the house cleared and 
proceed with the drawing was futile. 

Though the house had extended the 
session to cover the election of all offi- 
cers necessary to organization before 
adjournment, at 12:45, the drawing of 
the seats was still in a turmoil. 

The clerk read a message from Gov- 
ernor Nat E. Harris, requesting that 
both houses be convened in joint ses- 
sion today at noon to hear his message. 

The first resolution, other than those 
having to do with the organization, 
which has so far come into the house 
was that by Trox Bankston, of West 
Point, reciting the stress of the times 
and the need for economy, and calling 
upon both the house and the senate 
to come to an agreement, by joint res- 
olution, to adjourn sine die July 21 at 
noon. It will come up in its regular or- 
der upon the calendar, and the prevail- 
ing opinion is that it will be killed 
promptly. 

When the drawing of seats had finally 
been solved and completed the comple- 
tion of house organization was taken 
up and resulted in the following elec- 
tions: Doorkeeper, W. J. Morris, of 
Elbert, re-elected; Messenger, oS 
Paulk, of Ben Hill; speaker pro tem, J.

KATZEN JAMMERED! 

Now that the house speakership contest 
is a memory, with Mr. Holder in the chair, 
we are informed for the first time and by 
the Macon Telegraph, that “capital removal” 
was the real “issue,” and that Macon lost

This surprising news is contained in an 
editorial appearing in the Telegraph Thurs- 
day morning, which The Constitution repr¢: 
duces in full in another column of this page. 
We are passing it on to our own readers, not 
so much to enlighten them as because it is 
the most peculiar example of journalistic 
ghost-walking that we have run across in 
many a day. 

We frequently run across men who are 
bright—even brilliant perfectly rational, 
sane and evenly-balanced ordinarily, but who 
upon some one particular subject are as wild 
as Alpine chamois. 

Ordinarily the Telegraph is sane and safe, 
hard-plugging and even-tempered; but let 
“capital removal” enter its brain—as it does 
periodically—and the Telegraph is “gone” 
like a flash, and with no more sense of bear- 
ing than that of a locoed steer. 

As a matter of fact, the speakership race 
had no relation whatsoever to the capital 
question. i 

From the beginning to the end of it, not a 
word was uttered about capital removal. No 
newspaper said a word about it; the people 
of Georgia never gave it a thought; Mr. Bur- 
well had his mind upon things entirely for- 
eign to it; Mr. Culpepper never even dreamed 
of it, and Mr. Holder had no more of 
a notion that he was fighting a mythical 
“capital removal issue” than that the author- 
ship of Bacon's Essays was in controversy. 

The contest had no more to do with “capi- 
tal removal” than with the Chinese situation, 
or with Irish “home rule! — but here comes 
the Macon Telegraph, throws up its hands 


and gasps “My God! ‘Capital removal’ was 
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the issue; and we have lost again!” 

“Capital removal“ as a real “issue” in 
Georgia has not existed, in truth, save in the 
hallucination of the Macon Telegraph, since 
the people settled the question at the ballot 
box, and settled it for good and forever. 

But now, if what the Telegraph says is 
true, and it was the paramount “issue” 
in the speakership race, all well and good! 

Let it be so; but if so, we have the 
Telegraph itself for it, that this time it is set- 
tled in Atlanta's favor by a vote of from three 
to four to one—for, according to the Tele- 
graph, the only candidate who made the race 
on that issue—without his kn®wing that he 
wes doing so—got about that proportion of 
the full vote. 


‘PENALIZING PATRIOTISM. 


In various parts of the country young 
men eligible for military service and regis- 
tered according to law have complained that 
they find unusual difficulty in procuring 
employment if out of work; others, in busi- 
mess, that banks and money lenders are 
extremely chary about advancing them 
loans, solely because of their liability to the 
draft.

And it 
is not fair; nor is it a patriotic attitude on 
the part of business. 

The idea that a physically deficient 
young man should have preference in war- 
time over the physically fit, or that a man 
32 years old should enjoy civil and com- 
mercial advantages over the man 30 years 
old, is un-American and unjust. 

No form of the boycott should be in- 
voked against a man because of his faithful- 


ness to the flag! 


Here is something to which every patri- 
otic American business man — and the vast 
majority of them are intensely patriotic — 
might well apply sober thought. 

And after thinking the thing out the safe 
presumption is that he will conclude that 
he can render a distinct service to his 
country in withholding equal opportunities 
and advantages from no young man who 
stands ready upon call to serve his coun- 
try on the firing line. 


PLAYING WITH FIRE. 


Germany submarined an Argentine steam- 
er off Gibraltar a few days ago, and the world 
will wait with keen interest to see what 
comes of the incident. : | 

In prosecuting its murderous underseas 
warfare against neutral South American re- 
publics, especially Argentina and Brazil, 
Germany is playing with fire—a fact realized 
at Berlin, evidently, because this is the first 
Argentine ship reported wantonly sunk by 
a U-boat since the United States entered the 
war, and one of the very few of any Latin- 
American flag. 

This country’s declaration of war was 
followed by determined agitation in Brazil 
and Argentina, directed to a similar decla- 
ration by each of those countries. In fact, 
most of the South American countries have 


officially admitted belligerent United States | 


to their ports, which to all intents and 
purposes virtually amounts to a severance 


of diplomatic relations with the enemy. And 


for that reason, it may be assumed, Germany 
has been exceedingly chary about commit- 
ting “overt acts” against them on the high 
seas. ; 
Which gives special significance to the 
sinking of the Argentine ship Toro. 

How Argentina looks upon the war’ and 
the entrance of the United States into it, and 
how the people down there feel toward Ger- 
many, may be pretty clearly judged by the 
comment of one of its leading and most pop- 
ular newspapers, the Buenos Aires Nacion, 
shortly after we entered the war. The Na- 
cion said: 


The United States goes to war against 
war, impelled by the need, deep-felt in 
her American heart, of putting an end 
once and for all to the barbarism of 
slaughter, to the barbarism of conquest, 
to barbarian rrever so barbarous as 
since science became its accomplice. If 
before now we could and did say that 
there were no real neutrals in the strict 
sense of the word, true neutrals, in sen- 
timents, in ideas, or even in interest, in 
the face of the conflagration where clash 
German methods with the ideas, the meth- 
ods, the inspiration and genius of Eng- 
land, of the Latin peoples of great mys- 
terious Russia, and even of the remote 
spirit of the Far Bast, today all Ameri- 
cans’ can repeat the statement with more 
force and conviction than ever. The 
eagles that touch the stars are crossin 
the Atlantic, beari the ideal of al 
America, peace and brotherhood, to do 
battle with the eagles that look ever 
downward seeking prey. 

This expression indicates that Argentina 
is in a mood to brook no uncajled-for Ger- 
man assaults and in no mood for diplomatic 
dallying in event of the commission of an 
openly unfriendly act—such as the sinking 
of the Toro may prove to be. 

Argentina could throw a heavy weight 
into the balance on the side of the allies, 
with her tremendous resources in foodstuffs 
and other necessities, and her armed forces. 
These last consist in naval tonnage of 
140,000, and an army of 415,000 trained men. 
She also possesses a merchant tonnage of 
222,000; has a population of 7,000,000, and 
an area of 1,212,000 square miles, mostly of 
productive land. 

But of greatest significance is the fact 
that, were Argentina to enter the war, a very 
few days probably would find the major por- 
tion of the combined Latin-American 
strength making common cause with the 
forces of democracy arrayed against the 
Prussian throne. And Latin-America organ- 
ized upon a war basis, as component parts of 
a fighting unit, would throw such a weight of 
power into the balance against our foe as to 
very materially hasten the end. 

And what the end would be, of course, ad- 


mits of only one conclusion.

The commission on car service appointed 
to control the re-locations of freight cars 
under the new co-operative plan of the Amer- 
ican Railways association is soon to be in 
full charge of such cars through the 24 sub- 
committees formed in railroad center cities 
of the United States, one of which com- 
mittee is now active in Atlanta. 

Ivan Allen, president of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce,’ has appointed the follow- 
ing named “committee of shippers,” all At- 
lanta business men, to co-operate with the 
Atlanta district subcommittee of the Ameri- 
can Railways association commission on car 
service: Brooks Morgan, chairman; Bolling 
H. Jones, J. W. White, International Agricul- 
tural association; James Gentry, Atlantic Ice 
and Coal corporation; H. T. Moore, Atlanta 
Freight Bureau; E. D. Duncan, White Hick- 
ory Wagon company, and Frank R. Lake, 
Lake Lumber company. 

This committee will co-operate with the 
various local subcommittees with a view to 
interesting the shipping public in loading 
cars to full capacity, avoiding detentions to 
cars, saving car hours and relieving local 
embargoes by assisting in finding storage 
space. : 

„A meeting between the shippers’ commit- 
tee and the subcommittees of the American 
Railways association will be held in Atlanta 
in the near future. 

The commission on car service has ordered 
track line railroads entering Atlanta to 
weigh typical freight trains proceeding in 
each direction in order to keep accurate rec- 
ord of the tonnage of cars. 

— 


The commission has also ordered that a 
report be filed with them showing number 
of cars ordered by each concern, the number 
loaded and the number of cars the, plant 
ordering ean load each week. 

The commission on car service at Wash- 
ington is vested with the power of arbi- 
trary relocations of all cars. In the event 
of a car famine they have the power to 
order any railroad to deliver to another 
road a specified number of cars if the weekly 
reports show a railroad has less cars then 
on its line than owned, although shippers 
on this railroa@ may at the same tim 0 
without sufficient cars to take care of their 
business. 

But the commission has stated that cars 
will not be ordered to one road from an- 
other unless both the shippers and the rall- 
road desiring the cars can show that they 
have been loading the cars already furnished 
them to full capacity. The commission feels 
that full usage of cars furnished must be 
made before a shortage exists. 

These plans were made by some of the 
ablest railroad men in the country in order 
to provide a cohesive organization of all the 
railroads in the United States. 

Following out that plan it was felt that 
the ideas of the shippers -would be of bene- 
fit to the railroads and vice versa There 
will doubtless be much inconvenience 458 
government movements increase, and it is 
desired to formulate a program whereby the 
best plans may be put into effect for the 
public welfare as a whole, rather than the 
interests of any individual or railroad. 


HEALTH TALKS 


WATERING THE BABY. , 


As the garden and flower bed gets under 
way and you are sprinkling the young 
growing plants, remember that the baby, 
too, must be watered frequently in warm 
weather. 

A baby requires about ten times as much 
water as an adult, in proportion with his 
weight. This is why experienced physi- 
cians often prescribe such high dilution of 
food for babies. . 

A baby will not ask for water, and may 
not even know what he wants when he 
wants a drink of water. 

Vomiting in babies is sometimes estopped 
by merely giving a few teaspoonfuls of 
water. 

glass of water in the day is none too 
much for a baby a few months old to drink. 
More in very warm weather. 

A baby being nursed or fed by hand 
should -be fed only by the clock and not 
every time he cries. Irregular feeding is 
pernicious, and induces much disturbance of 
the stomach and bowels in babies. If the 
baby cries when it isn’t meal time, give 
him some water. He may be thirsty rather 
than hungry. 

When a baby is feverish from any cause, 
he requires more cool water-than when well. 

In the presence of diarrhoea or summer 
complaint with watery stools, the baby needs 
a great deal of cool water, and by feeding 
him plenty of it alarming eymptoms may be 
warded off. 

When the urine is scanty and highly 
colored the baby requires more water, to im- 
prove the function of the kidneys. Some- 
times under such conditions the child cries 
when passing water, and this is because of 
the concentrated fluid irritating; he needs a 
lot of water to drink. 

A child with hoarseness and cough should 
be given plenty of water in order to render 
the mucous secretion more liquid. 

Babies subject to indigestion or colic 
should have more cool water between feed- 
ings. | 

If babies were given enough water they 
wouldn’t have to swallow so much medicine. 

-When feeding a baby water, feed it from 
spoon or cup. It is always advisable to 
train a — to take liquids from spoon or 


cup. It makes weaning much easier when 
the time comes.

The board also authorized the trans- 
fer of $800 from the salary of directors, 
and $366, making a total of $1, 166, from 


salary of a business manager of schools 
for the remaining months of this year. 
By this means a salary of $2,000 will 
be provided for Professor L. M. Lan- 
drum, provided council and the alder- 
manic board create this new position. 
“Simple Examinations.” 


When R. J. ‘Guinn, president of the 
board, stated that he would recommend 
the giving of “simple examinations’ to 
such of the 22 white and 80 colored 
teachers who have deficiencies chalked 
against them, in order to save them to 
the school department as teachers 
rather than discharge them, provided 
they were competent in other lines, this 
remark brought forth objection from 
Mr. Hatcher. 
am not in favor of any such dis- 
crimination in favor of any set of 
teachers or teacher. We notified the 
teachers nine months ago that they 
must pass off f their deficiencies. Some 
of them resigned. Some failed and 
have been dropped. I am, in favor of 
dropping those who did not pass im- 
mediately if. we could füll their places. 
As we cannot fill all the places, I am 

in favor of dropping those with the 
| worst deficiencies against them and 
substituting applicants who have pass- 
ed the exams. By letting thege teach- 
lers continue in service the board of 
education virtually admits that it can- 
not get sufficient competent teachers 
for all grades,” 

George Eübanks, eighth ward rep- 
resentative, and James L. Key upheld 
Mr. Hatcher in his remarks, declaring 


that all exams should be of a standard 
and uniform and “not too hard.” 

A resolution was passed authorizing 
larger pay for teachers of special 
classes, in which delinquent and dull 
children are taught. 

Smith’s Salary Cut. 

J. H. Smith, assistant principal of 
the Commercial High school, had his 
salary cut $5 a month, the assistant 
Principal’s position at this school be- 
ing abolished and the money being 
transferred to pay the increased salary 
of an assistant principal at the Girls’ 
High school. r. Smith was elected 
head of the bookkeeping department. 

The board voted to have afternoon 
and night schools at the Tech High 
school next year, provided money can 
be obtained from council. 

The board made certain qualifications 
for all principals of high schools elect- 
ed hereafter. The applicants must be 
graduates of a reputable college, must 
have had a training course in some pro- 
fessional teacheys’ school and must have 
had successful experience. 

The board made no changes in the 
recommendations of the election and 
assignment of teachers as made by Su- 
perintendent Wardlaw.
